A resolution of creditation will

Miceli asked the Planning 
Board their feelings on the mat- 
ter, Planning Board Member 
McKie answered that the Board 
has never seen a list of wetland 
owners in Wilmington, Chairman 
Hooper reaffirmed this and 
Miceli showed surprise, 

Selectman Banda asked who had 
if there was such a list and who 
had requested it, The Town Man- 
ager spoke up to say that he had 
as a preliminary list, which in- 
cludes the number of property 
cwners of industrial and com- 
mercial lands in the area - he 
was not interested in names or 
values, 

Miceli moved the list be given 
to the Conservation Commission, 
Planning Board, and Board of 
Appeals and to anyone else, who 
deals with the Town Government, 
but that private interests should 
come last, Backman backed 
Miceli saying that the informa- 
tion should stay within the bound- 
arles of the Town Government 

Weber’s only question was: Did 
the Board want any cooperation 
from the Chamber of Commerce? 

Backman said that the Board 
appreciated the Chamber’s help 
and Chairman MacDonald said 
that organizations should work 
with the Town stressing the ‘with’ 

Then questioned by the Board 
as to the procedure to be used 
in obtaining land as gifts, Web-

INFORMATION CN 
THE TOWN DUMP 


The Wilmington Town Dump, which is private 
property under contract to the Wilmington Board 
of Health, is located in the southerly part of Wil- 
mington, off Main Street, and adjacent to the City 
of Woburn - Wilmington line. It is the property of 
Mr. Clarence Spinazola, who is the contractor with 
the Wilmington Board of Health. 


The Wilmington Board of Health supervises the 
operation of the dump. 


Garbage is not allowed at the dump, and should 
not be mixed with the rubbish 


The contract also excludes boulders, trees and 
wrecked building material. These, however, can 
be accepted on a private contract basis with the 
owner. 


Wood and metal must be separated from regular 
household rubbish. Dumping out of town rubbish or 
waste is strictly forbidden. 


The dump is open Tuesday through Sunday, 9:00 
am to 4:00 pm, and is closed on Mondays and all 
legal holidays. 


Trucks or other vehicles used for transporting 
rubbish should be tight, and securely covered with 
a canvas or other suitable cover to prevent the 
scattering of rubbish about the streets, or on pri- 
vate premises. 


The town does not maintain a rubbish collection 
service. It is the responsibility of the homeowners 
to make provision for such collection.
